WHEREAS, Dorothy DiPaolo was born and raised on the North

Side of Chicago; she was an accomplished ice skater who

traveled with the Ice Capades for two years; in 1951, she and

her husband Mario Sr. opened Mario's General Store; in 1958,

she and Mario Sr. co-founded the famous "Mario's Italian

Lemonade Stand" which has become an unofficial Chicago

institution, slaking summer thirsts for nearly half a century;

WHEREAS, Dorothy DiPaolo was known as a direct,

plain-spoken businesswoman who could be seen everyday at the

front counter of Mario's without exception; and

WHEREAS, Dorothy DiPaolo was preceded in death by her

husband, Mario DiPaolo Sr.; and
